How to make them available is a scheme 
commanding the attention of all inter- 
esled in the general welfare of tho State, 
as well as the individual wealth of its 
people. Such a scheme was embodied in 
an act passed last winter, inoonx>rating 
the "Kentucky River Navigation Com- 
pany," the particulars of which are laid 
before the people in an address from the 
company, ami embracing an able roiK>rt 
-•I to c-rgo Stealcy, civil engineer. 
Subscriptions are asked under the terms 
i ot the charter. This authorizes the organ- 
! i7Jttion of the company aa soon as tW4 
hnndr.tl thousand dollars are siiIiscHIhsI; 
and when two looks and tlanis shall have 
! l»?eii • ..i I. the Boanl of Internal 

Improvement is direcD-d to turn over to 
the company an annual rent of ?i,."»00 for 
the five locks and dams built by the 
< ommouw calth. if Kentucky. These looks 
and tlaius have made an annual grosssre- 
oeipt to the State of fOjm, with an an- 
nual exjM use for keeping them in 
of si-non. That is, the State 
I.h ks and tlams for alxitit one-tifth of the 
revenue w hich it ha« derivtsl from them, 
provided the company fulfills its terms of ' 
charter. These require the completion of 
all works necessary to the navigation. To 
cfloct tikis*, it will tako ten additional 
locks and dams. The w orks must Itc lie- 
gun within four years from the date of 
charter, and be oomph-ted w ithin twelve 
years from their commencement. 

The civil engineer vstimat.-s that when 
five locks and dams are finished, in addi- 
tion to those now owned by the State, the 
business arising from the extension of the 
improvement will produce a net revenue 
snUieient to .-.instruct an additional lock 
and dam each year, and for this purjsise, 
by the charter, the net proceeds are to lie 
applied till the whole work is completed. 
The i-onstxnction of these locks and dams 
will riNjuire a capital of -ix hundred 
thousand dollars, which it is assumed 
ought to lie raised by the counties iuter-
